REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD, 


District No. 1. 


This school has been for the past year under the instruction 
of Miss Susie M. Green of this tewn. Although this was Miss 
Green’s first attempt at teaching she conducted the school in a 
very satisfactory manner. ‘This school is much smaller than 
the previous year, but there was good average attendance and 
good progress made. 


District No. 2. 


There was no school here during the year. 


District No. 3. 


The school in this district was during the spring term under 
the care of Miss Belle A. Cram. Her former efforts at teach- 
ing were fully equaled, and the school conducted in a manner 
satisfactory to your committee. 

The fall term was taught by Miss Fannie Gile. The school 
seems very different from the school of former years when 
every seat was full of scholars; many of them men and women 
grown. There were ciasses in Advanced Arithmetic, Algebra, 
History, Analysis, Physiology, etc. Now few pupils are able 
to study the same. But the scholars were interested in the 
work and commendable progress was made. With more ex- 
perience we think this teacher will be very successful. 


District No. 4. 


There was no school in this district in the spring; owing to 
the non-attendance of some of the pupils; making the school 
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so small as to necessitate its discontinuance. The fall term 
was taught by Miss Fannie Scribner of this town. The school 
was conducted on a very successful plan. Although one of 
the smallest, it is also-one of the brightest schools in town. 
Good progress was made. 


District No. 6. 


Both terms of this school were taught by Miss Mary F. 
Seribner. <A fair attendance was maintained throughout both 
terms, and satisfactory progress made. Miss Scribner is well 
known throughout our town, and is one of our best teachers. 


District No. 7. 


The Spring term was taught by Miss Eva D. Smith. The 
school appeared well. ‘Tbe scholars were very studious and 
orderly. At the close of the term it was evident that it had 
been a very successful one. 

The Fall term was taught by Miss Mary H. Grant of this 
town. Miss Grant has taught this school before with good suc- 
cess. At the close of the school it appeared well, and had evi- 
dently been a success. 


District No. 8,—Primary School. 


This department during the spring term was under the care 
of Miss Annie L. Healey. By kindness and attention to the 
little pupils of her charge Miss Healy secured their confidence 
and attention, and rapid progress was made. This school has 
an attendance of between thirty and forty pupils. 

The fall term was tanght by Miss Eva D. Smith. The school 
was ably conducted. ‘The exercises were made interesting and 
doubly instructive by the use the teacher made of the black- 
board. Remarkably good order was maintained throughout both 
terms, considering the ages of the pupils. Both teachers deserve 
credit for the patience and care shown the. little pupils during 
their respective terms. 


District No 8—Grammar School. 


The Grammar School was taught during the year by Miss 
Lizzie C. True. This school was well attended, and rapid 
progress made by the pupils. Little need be said here of Miss 
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True as a teacher. A majority of the scholars in town have 
been under her charge. All unite in her praise. The excellent 
order maintained in her school, the thoroughness she requires 
in her pupils, and the progress they make in their studies, attest 
her ability as a teacher. 


District No. 9. 


This school was under the instruction of Miss Elizabeth B. 
Rowe of Fremont, and conducted in a pleasing manner through- 
out the school year. The school in the fall term had greatly 
increased in size, still we found the scholars interested in their 
studies and dving good work. 


Free High School. 


This school is still in active work under the instruction of 
Miss Lizzie C. True as Principal. and Miss Mary F. Scribner 
as Assistant. The school has been a success from the first. 
The record of both teachers led us to expect that much. The 
expectations have been fully realized. Excellent order is being 
maintained, and great progress has been made. Both teachers 
and scholars are thoroughly interested in their work. 


The schools as a whole have been very successful during the 
past year. The text books with one exception are perfectly 
adapted to the requirements of the several schools, and being 
uniform among the scholars are stimulating them to excellent 
work. The board have selected teachers as far as possible from 
our own town, and are pleased with the result. 

As was reported last year, the school houses are in good re- 
pair, excepting the High school room. Owing to the fire of 
Dec. 5, the data necessary for the making up of our report of 
statistics and roll of honor was lost, therefore we are compelled 
to omit the same.

Report of Trustees. 


The Trustees of the Free Public Library of this town have 
received nearly all the books given by the State. 


‘A few of the larger ones coming from different firms were 
not received with the rest. 


L. O. Pollard, Secretary of the Board of Trustees, was re- 
quested to act as librarian, ‘The books were taken to his office 
and were classified and catulogued. 


Saturday, Dec. 3, 1892, seven (7) books were let out by 
card, and two were held by the librarian. These books were 
the only ones out at the time of the fire, the rest were destroyed 
by the fire of December 5 and 6. 


Quite a number of books from the old library were collected, 
and were to become a part of the Free Public Library. These 
books were mostly agricultural and congressional reports, and 
not many of interest to the general reader. 


The outlook for a new library is good. We understand an 
effort will be made to start one, which if successful, will place 
it where it can be handled by the young people of this town, 
where with the encouragement of the older ones, that they will 
receive, a very interesting and instructive lot of books can be 
had by all. 


We hope the loss that we sustained in the late fire will not 
discourage us towards trying again for a new library, but that 
it may act rather as a stimulous to greater efforts in its behalf.
